Use superutllity "format without erase" to 
fix a bad sector (MAYBE!!). 

What it should do is read the sector aa best 
it can (usually part of 256 bytes get garbled 
i.e. bit ahifted N bits) and reformat the 
whole track (a single sector csnNOT be 
formatted; the crc error sort of coses from 
the formatting of a sector being corrupted).
